Such ginss cannot be manufactured by 
pressufte, beenuse the surfaces thus 
produecd are imperfectly transparent. 
The method of allowing the molten 
gluss to fall through a oarrow slit was 
ulso ttied without success, for the sur- 
faces becaine strinted. The process of 
drawing by lifting the molten glass to 
sheets was finally adopted. But this 
required wany ingenious devices to 
prevent the glass from contracting into 
columnar or cylindrical forms.
